We are now in regular barracks, pre­ 
sumably old French quarters, but still 
somewhere in France. We had quite a 
bit of snow, with some ice-here, and it 
is snowing again today, but it isn't as 
cold as it sounds and we will be well 
used to it before the winter is over. 
The French people make a great fuss 
over the United States soldiers, and 
they nearly went crazy when they saw 
our white bread, which they had not 
had since the first days of the war. 
When we gave them some, they cut and 
broke it up into small pieces so that as 
many as possible could have a taste. 


All the.boys aro learning French, and 
it.is really laughable to see the express­ 
ions on tho people's faces when wo try 
to spring some of our rocently-acqtiired 
select French on them. We had a great 
day Christmas, for in all the camps the 
boys made a gay day for the poor little 
French children, showing them what a 
real American Christmas is like. 
We 
bought the little shops out, getting toys, 
ribbons and books for them. 
Our own 
Christmas dinner was a wonderful meal, 
just about as near a United States ag­ 
gregation of turkey arid all the fixings 
as we ever expected to get this far 
from home. I have eaten better, but 
never one that I-enjoyed quite so much 
nor one that I will remember half so 
long. I lay awake last night and heard 
the New Year come in. It wasn't half 
as nice as some T've seen, but it passed. 
But Christmas made up for a lot, and 
then came that mail which was so like 
home, so it was rather easy to lie awake 
thinking. 


At the first American Y. building we 
hit over here—a small one—I happened 
to pick up on tho writing tublo the 
little card I enclose. Because you all 
know " B o b " Freeman so well, and 
Carol belongs to his church, I thought 
you would like this evidence that he is 
on the job over here, all over France. 
I sure hope that I may be able to meet 
him somewhere on this side tho Atlan­ 
tic.

Up on the knees of the Sierra Mndre 
mountain range, at a point that com­ 
mands a view of the valley for miles to 
all points of the compass, another of 
those splendid foothill homes is ncaring 
completion, a residence in modern col­ 
onial architecture built by Contractor 
Andrew W. Feist of Covina for H. V. 
Bright, wealthy manufacturer and busi­ 
ness man of the east, who Js preparing 
to make Southern California his perma­ 
nent home. The architect was Frank O. 
Eager of Monrovia. 


Tlie new home is north of the city of 
La Verne, on a mesa that a few years 
ngo was just a part of the untouched 
lands of the foothills. It was in lit 12 
that this mesa became a new orchard 
of oranges and lemons, planted out by 
B. 
L. Reynolds, Harry Damerel. Mrs. 
Alice Leisure, nnd H. V. Bright on ItiO 
acres bought by Mr. Reyuohls. 
Mr. 
Bright bought a little over twenty acres 
of the newly-set orchard, and the others 
have also bought and improved 
this 
acreage until, at the present time, it is 
oue of the beautiful sights of the re­ 
gion, a young citrus orchard 
flourishing 
far up above the hundreds of acres of 
solidly-planted orchard acreage of tho 
lower valley. 


At the point where Mr. Bright is in­ 
vestigating about $25,000 in his new 
residence, the northeastern part of the 
acreage -suddenly ends at the brink of 
that great chasm called San Dimas can­ 
yon, where 
the mountain stream 
of 
winter emerges from the hills. The loca­ 
tion is as primeval as if it were hun­ 
dreds of miles from civilization inBtead 
of being but a few minutes of automo­ 
bile riding to the cities of La Verne and 
San Dimas. The big mesa slopes to the 
south, and joins the oldor .planted areas. 
It is a run of three-quarters of a mile.or 
so to the Foothill boulevard, where the 
automohile pleasuro traffic 
iB/.^gjea^oJ 


ligation" '•until^'MrV,' Reynolds and his 
partners put down the well which now 
supplies it, a well producing sixteen 
inches, and which is shortly to be aug­ 
mented by more machinery. One,of the 
freaks 
of 
subterranean 
siphoning 
is 
found here, in that the bottom of this 
well from the surface of the mesa is 
not so deep as the bottom of the canyon 
that falls sheer and naked within a 
few feet of where the well was driven. 
An electrically-driven deep-well pump- 
head is working practically night and 
day in these dry months. 


The new residence is at the brink of 
the' canyon, where it makes a turn to 
the southeast, and there is a huge live- 
oak within twenty-five feet of it, one 
of the many of these wide-spreading 
trees that line the steep banks of the 
canyon, and which have been left here 
and there on the citrus acrage. 
Across 
the canyon the first hills of .the range 
rise a thousand feet or more above the 
level of the mesa. 


Up in the Berkshires of Massachus- 
tees, and through the Vermont hills, 
one may find of latter years many resi­ 
dences that are remindful of this style 


of architecture in Mr. Bright's 
new 
home—the plentiful use of red brick as 
foundation for a distance of four feet 
from the ground, and a deep white wood 
structure above, with green roof and 
green shutters. This exterior conforms 
to the natural green of the groves and 
the surrounding country. Heavy brick 
columns support a double pergola or 
vine-covered trellcs on the east 
and 
south, and form a base for an upper bal­ 
cony. 
The windows are of the lnrgo 
panes below with the tops in small 
leaded panes. "The entrances east and 
west have been built with an idea of 
equal importance, and both open into a 
large set of living rooms in 
finished 
mahogany, and with an amount of east­ 
ern light almost equivalent to a sun- 
room. The dining room is also in the 
dark mahogany finish, while tho kit­ 
chen, domestic store-room and refriger­ 
ator room are in white. The kitchen is 
something triumphant in the way of 
utility and cleanliness. 
The range is 
electric, with tiled foundation, and the 
drain boards and wainscoating aro in 
tiling. A plant that not only refriger­ 
ates, but which produces ice for table 
use is something that solves a large 
problem. There are rooms for the maids, 
and beneath this ground floor a base­ 
ment with a modern heating plant and 
several rooms to be utilized as a laun- 
dry. 


A stairway of two turns leads to the 
upper floor, with mahogany finish treads 
and white enamel railings. The guest 
rooms are in white 
with 
mahogany 
doors, each suite fitted with bath-roQms 
and wardrobes with full-lengttt mirrors. 
The twelve rooms of the house are all 
finished with a care that speaks well 
for the workmanship of Mr. Feist; •wjii> 
looks^upon this residence as one of the 
moat ambitions that he has e^otqdi'iA!

carpet of green. 
Five 
towns are distinguishable from this em­ 
inence, all set in this same sweeping 
rank upon rank of citrus orchards. 
The 
beautiful Bright residence is visible for 
several miles from the boulevard below, 
as is the case with many of these fine 
homes that have beerl* built in the past 
seven or eight years along the foot­ 
hills. 


On this mesa Mr. Damerel, Mrs. Lei­ 
sure and Mrs. Reynolds intend to build 
homes at no distant date. It will be a 
little colony of fine homes in one of tho 
most 
acceptable 
places 
in 
beautiful 
Southern California. 


Mr. Bright, who is best known for a 
number of commercial inventions, in­ 
cluding the turnstiles and coin-collect­ 
ing machines used at tho San Francisco 
fair, has also recently purchased twenty 
acres of Valencia oranges and largo resi­ 
dence, southeast of Covina, and he is 
also tho owner of the Riley packing 
house of that locality, which packB sev­ 
eral hundred cars of oranges for market 
each year.

intelligence is used in caring for the groves—business intelligence, such as is 
employed b y an ordinarily shrewd, dealer in merchandise. 


Mr. Wiley, a s a banker, is one of the high-class business men of Southern 
California, else he would not be holding the position that he holds with such 
credit i n his community. 
He says t h a t he attributes his success with ten and 
thirteen acres to practical care. 
He fumigates every year, not every-other-year, 
a n d he emphatically say* t h a t i t i s necessary to fumigato every y e a r in Los 
Angeles county in order t o get a full crop. I t will be noticed b y the

trees he will this spring put in a crop of L a d y Washington of blackeye beans. H e 
is convinced t h a t his bean crop will not only be profitable -(as it was everywhere 
in the valley last year) b u t t h a t the growing of this leguminous crop will be 
good for the soil.

THE SOLDIER—THEN AND NOW. 


The splendid effort to protect the 
American soldier from the temptations 
of drink and of war is one of the many 
modern reversals of the historical atti- 
1 


tu«lc toward the soldier. Created to pro­ 
tect the nation and the individual from 
the enemies of the Constitution, the 
fighting man in his turn has become an 
object of protection. Designed to guard; 
us, we now guard him. An object, once, 
of vainglorious admiration, decked out 
in 
spectacular, 
gaudy 
trappings, we 
have taken everything away from him 
but his bravery and his gun. Formerly 
a universally accepted hero, extrava­ 
gantly glorified in prose and song, with 
love and the sword as his legitimate 
and irresistible weapons, we have struck 
the first note of happy disillusionment 
by picturing the joyous day when the 
soldier will disappear before a "last­ 
ing peace." The poet who attempts to 
sing to day of the fighting man and war 
in the old Homeric strain might, indeed, 
find himself without a publisher, and 
the chances are that, if he were to turn 
minstrel and sound his chansons in the 
halls of the'rich or before the thresh­ 
olds of the poor, he would receive very 
short shrift at the hands of his audi­ 
ence. He would have to tune his lyre 
to a different melody, to one that show­ 
ed the soldier abhorring war per se and 
taking up his arms only at the call of 
a. just and nobly patriotic cause. In 
short, the soldier of today must be an 
.altruist in spirit.. We are far removed 
from the days when the fighting force 
wap coequal with the group, the tribe, 
,or the; nation; and when the right of 
carrying arms was the supremo distinc- 
, tion between the freeman and the slave. 
- Citizenship and warriorship no longer 
igo together except in a desperate cause, 
while in modern 
times, 
notably in 
Great Britain and the United States, 
as a direct result of industrial growth, 
the total separation of warrior and cit­ 
izen has been fully attained. 


But it is not with this " p n s s i n g " of 
the " h e r o i c " age of militarism 
that 
we.have now to do, so much as with the 
new. social status of the soldier ushered 
in by the great war. From the moment 
•he iB enlisted, the allied 
soldier is 
guarded like a child. His moral and 
physical well-being is a matter of care­ 
ful attention. Temptations are officially 
removed from a clearly defined 
zone 
round the camp. The best homes vie 
with each other in entertaining and 
amusing him in his spare hours. Funds 
are generously subscribed, in and out of 
the regiments, that not a single man 
should lack for comforts. As soon as he 
reaches the front, he is showered with 
magazines and first-class reading mat­ 
ter. He is permitted to visit the big 
cities only on presentation to his regi­ 
mental officer of a letter from a repu­ 
table citizen, " O . K . ' d " by the local 
police as to that citizen's honorable 
standing. The French soldier is for­ 
bidden any alcoholic beverage but the 
lightest of wines. The American sol- 
died, billeted in French houses, finds 
the family already forewarned against 
offering him the social glass. Mrs. As- 
tor, we read, visiting a town in France, 
noticed a large hotel in a prominent 
location, and learned that it was pop­ 
ular with the American soldiers, but 
had a bad influence. She immediately 
bought it for 50,000 francs. 


It is truly significant that we now 
look upon the soldier less as a food for 
cannon than as food for thought. Doubt­ 


less the profession-al soldier will speed­ 
ily disappear. 
It was lack of educa­ 
tion, of mental food, thnt once made 
war a favorite occupation. Xow, with 
the modern education and industrial­ 
ism, law will take the place of war. 
Already our efforts -for the moral wel­ 
fare of the soldier are raising a power­ 
ful bulwark of that future 
"lasting 
peace" of which the allied 
nations 
dream.—Monitor.

Dr. Kimball was formerlv pastor of : 
the White Temple in Kansas City, but 
was for years in the vicinity of Spring­ 
field. Illinois, where occurred some of 
the epochal things in connection with 
the life of Lincoln. The fame of this 
man does not rest upon the question of 
slavery, nor upon the question of the 
union of the states. 
Lincoln did not 
win scholastic fame. He was a thinker 
more than scholar, the speaker said. His 
lasting fame rests today on his faith 
in great moral truths. He was instinc­ 
tively and intuitively on the side of the 
right, and his consistency in this re­ 
gard was not learned from books. He 
was not a bigot, for his whole erect! 
is summed up in a sentence from his 
second inaugural uddrcss, "With firm­ 
ness for the right as God gives us to 
see the right," etc. 


Dr. Kimball spoke of Lincoln's early 
lawsuits on the old Springfield circuit, 
and of the fact that he retired from 
cases when he found that he was de­ 
fending or prosecuting on the wrong 
side. It became known throughout that 
country that a client who had Lincoln 
for his lawyer was clothed in advance 
with, moral power in court. 


Dr. Kimball touched intimately or 
Lincoln's early political campaigns, of 
hia candidacy for the legislature in Illi­ 
nois, and that he was apathetic and un­ 
mindful of the petty legislation that 
was interminably before the bodies of 
solons in those days as in these days. 
When some question involving a real 
moral purpose came to his attention,

The days of the famous Freeport de­ 
bate, with the "Little Giant," Stephen 
A. Douglas, were recounted, and of the 
famous statement in his speech that 
"no nation can endure half slave and 
half free." James G. Blaine of Maine, 
at that time a newspaper reporter, tele­ 
graphed to a New York newspaper at 
that time that Lincoln would be de­ 
feated for the nomination for senator, 
but that he would be elected president 
of the United States in 18(50, a pro­ 
phecy which came true. 


Dr. Kimball recited with great dra­ 
matic power the scenes in the "wig­ 
wam," the vast convention 
hall 
in j 
Chicago, when Lincoln was nominated. 
The tense atmosphere of that conven­ 
tion still lives to this day in memory 
and in written history, for it was the 
great turning point of a nation. Sew­ 
ard was Lincoln's most formidable ad­ 
versary, and led the convention on the 
first ballot, but to the amazement of 
everyone, Lincoln, a comparatively un­ 
known and uncouth rail-splitter from 
Illinois, was second in the balloting. 
As the balloting went on it was seen 
that Seward's hopes of the nomination 
were waning. At a critical point, the 
friends of Lincoln telegraphed to him in 
the little Illinois town where he was 
waiting in his little country law office 
for news from the convention. 
They 
told him in substance that he could be 
nominated if he would promise several 
places in the cabinet to his adversaries 
in the convention. 
Lincoln's 
famous 
answer was to the effect that he would 
promise nothing and would he bound by 
no pre-election compacts. Late in the 
day, during one of the most dramatic 
silences of the convention, the Ohio 
delegation turned over its four votes to 
Lincoln, and in u few minutes the nom­ 
ination was made unanimous. 


The lesson of this address was that it 
was in his moral power, his intuition 
of the right as against the wrong, and 
his high moral courage that made Lin­ 
coln the great outstanding figure in 
American 
history. 
Dr. Kimball was 
given a splendid and sustained ovation 
at the close of the address. The assem­ 
bly was presided over by Dr. B. S.

WAR CHILDREN 


Famine and Fear the Daily 
Portion of Hosts of 
Innocent Victims 


STARVATION STALKS HAND IN 
HAND WITH MURDER 


AND. PILLAGE 


TRAGEDY-DIMMED EYES TURN TO 
AMERICA FOR SUCCOR

Of all the heartrending stories ot 
want and frlghtfulness coming from 
regions devastated by war, those de­ 
tailing sufferings and destitution of 
children carry the most piteous ap­ 
peal. 
By the hundreds of thousands 
these innocents of tender years, even, 
babes In arms, have been made the 
victims of war's brutalities and the in­ 
human ferocity of the Hun. 
x 


The babies cannot fight back. 
They 
cannot buy or commandeer food. They 
can only suffer and endure—and diq 
in mute agony when the helping hand 
of father and mother has been made 
powerless by death or famine to give 
them food of any kind. 


Food will win the war. 
Food will 
save America's youth from such a fate. 
Food will generate the power that will 
crush German autocracy forever. Food 
will preserve the little ones of the 
Allied 
nations 
to 
repopulate 
the 
stricken regions the Teutons tempo­ 
rarily hold. 


Thousands of children under the age 
of 15 years, of both sexes, are dying 
each day by starvation In Poland, Ar­ 
menia, Serbia and Belgium, according 
to authentic reports made public by 
the United States Food Administration 
for California. 


One report said that in Poland not 
a child under four years had survived 
the German invasion and the subse­ 
quent results. 
Hundreds succumbed 
every 24 hours through exposure and 
famine. 
Other hundreds were carried 
off into captivity to a fate unthink­ 
able. 


In Armenia the situation has been 
even worse. 
Breadwinners have per­ 
ished through massacre and have been 
deported, leaving thousands upon thou­ 
sands of orphans to fall by the road­ 
side or in huts and fields, denied even 
a decent burial. 


Estimates 
place 
the 
number 
of 
Armenians and Syrians driven from 
their homes by the invaders, at more 
than 1,500,000. 
Their property total­ 
ing millions of dollars has been con­ 
fiscated or destroyed. 
Business has 
been paralyzed and production reduced 
to 
practicably 
nothing. What 
little 
food finds its way into the desolated 
country is either immediately seized 
by the military or sells at such high 
prices that only a few of the more in­ 
fluential citizens are able to obtain it. 


Conservative reports from agents of 
the Armenian and Syrian relief com­ 
mittees declare that there are ap­ 
proximately 
400,000 orphans in 
the 
Bible lands as the result of Turkish 
brutalities, and close to 2,000,000 des­ 
titute survivors of the Moslem policy 
of terror. 
The people have been re­ 
duced to depths of poverty beyond the 
comprehension of Americans and of 
course the old and the very young are 
the worst sufferers. 
In many cases 
the victims, clad in rags, cold to the 
marrow, and despairing, clung to life 
by subsisting on carrion and 
offal, 
dried grass and such roots as they 
could dig by the wayside. 


The extreme horror of these reports 
would almost indict them as exagger­ 
ated, but they are vouched for by men 
and women who have been engaged in 
relief work in the desolated territory. 
They have seen these horrors. 


Most of the children who escaped 
the bayonet, rifle and torch of the 
assassins, are now in concentration 
camps. A limited number are shelter­ 
ed by thin tents, but the great ma­ 
jority are forced to spend the winter 
in the open enclosures, huddled to­ 
gether for warmth at night, working 
to the limit of endurance during the 
day for their "masters," and living a 
life of such torture as "the civilized 
world 
has 
probably 
never 
before 
Imagined could be inflicted on human 
beings. 


These boys tfnd girls have practi­ 
cally given up hope. They are crushed 
beyond the" power to conjure up any 
measure of relief, according to the 
reports. 


Conditions in Serbia are little better. 
Imagine a once thriving 
country 
filled 
with happy men, women and 
children turned within the space of a 
few months Into a shamble. That has 
been the fate of Serbia. 


Rosy cheeks are now practically un­ 
known. 
Hollow-eyed and hungry, the 
very babes in arms are crying for food 
that cannot be procured. 
Milk is not 
to be had at any price. 
Cereals and 
eggs, the nutriment babies and young­ 
sters 
need 
to 
nourish 
their 
little 
bodies, are practically unknown quan­ 
tities. 
Schools and 
churches 
have 
closed; Institutions of all kinds re­ 
main locked; business Is at a stand­ 
still, and the entire population—what 
Is left 
of it—has slumped into the 
deepest slough of despair. 


A writer met a small boy who stop­ 
ped him on the road, crying out In 
anguished tones, "For God's sake, give 
me a bit of bread. 
For five days I 
have eaten nothing but this,"—and he 
pointed to some scraps of melon rlna 
which had been left by the roadside. 


Another journalist saw a tralnload 
of small children, among them many 


'babies less than three years old, being 
dispatched to "an unknown destina­ 
tion." What became of the children? 
Into what abyss of torture were they 
dumped? 
Who was there to console 
them when night (ell and they cried 
for mother and father like little boys 
and girls do in our own country? 


Hundreds of similar Instances of the 
cruelty inflicted on the children by the 
barbarous Teutons might be cited. No 
kind of torture and outrage seemed to 
have been overlooked by the hordes 
of Germany, which descended on the 
almost 
defenseless 
country 
like 
a 
blight of foul insects or carrion birds, 
leaving death and misery and destruc­ 
tion in their wake.

THESE TELEPHONE GIRLS 


MAY WEAR ARMY UNIFORMS 


Here is a chance for women to wear 
army uniforms—provided they can talk 
French as fluently as English. 


Telephone operators are needed for 
duty abroad with the American forces. 
The Military Information Office of tho 
University of California has been ask­ 
ed to recommend a number of young 
women who are physically fit, who can 
speak both French and English fluent­ 
ly, and who are willing to be sent 
Abroad. 
It is preferred they should 
have 
had 
experience 
in 
telephone 
switchboard operating, but opportunity 
to learn this will be offered in case an 
insufficient number apply who are skill­ 
ed in both telephony and French. 


The women selected will have uni­ 
forms of the same olive-drab as worn 
by officers and men of the army. 
The 
unit of telephone operators now being 
organized is the only unit composed of 
women which will actually wear army 
insignia. 
The uniform will include the 
army campaign hat, with the Signal 
Corps hatcord, a long olivc-drab cape, 
t. medium-length coat on the same gen­ 
eral lines as the present army service 
coat, an English walking skirt, and tan 
shoes. 
The salaries offered range from 
fifty dollars for substitutes, sixty dol­ 
lars for local operators and toll opera­ 
tors, and seventy-two dollars for super­ 
visors, to a hundred and twenty-five dol­ 
lars for chief operators, plus, in each 
instance, rations and quarters and quar­ 
ters as accorded army nurses. 
Trans­ 
portation will _bc furnished from their 
homes to Washington, and of course 
from Washington to the point abroad 
to which they will be sent. 


Information may be obtained and ap­ 
plication filed at the Military 
Infor-, 
mation. Office maintained by the Uni­ 
versity of California in the Alumni Sec­ 
retary's office, 114; California Hall, at 
the University. 
It is entiroly useless 
for anyone to apply who is not fluently 
versed i n French as, well as in English.
